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DETAILED ACTION 

1 This is in response to Applicant's Amendment filed April 28 2005. 

Note that the figures and reference numbers referred to in this Office Action are used 
merely to indicate an example of a specific teaching and are not to be taken as limiting. 

The amendments to claim 1 and 3 necessitate new ground of objection and rejection. 

Claim Rejection 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out 
his invention. 

3. Claims 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

Applicant introduces the new matter by replacing OR on the second line of claim 3 with 

AND. 

The added matter(s) is(are) not supported in the Specification and it is not satisfactory 
resolved and consequently raise doubt as to possession of the claimed invention at the time of 
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filling. There are no disclosure in the specification that requires either temperature AND access 
time or current draw AND access time. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a 
printed publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a 
patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in- * 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States 
before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national 
application published under section 122(b) only if the international application designating the 
United States was published under Article 21(2)(a) of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United 
States for the purposes of this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed 
under the treaty defined in section 351(a). 



5. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being unpatentable over Chevallier 
(US patent 6,002,627) or under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being unpatentable over Garlepp et al. 
(US patent 6,553,452). 



REGARDING CLAIM 1 
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Chevallier discloses ( in the abstract, in fig 1 A, fig 1C, fig 2) an apparatus comprising: a 
first solid-state memory die; a second solid-state memory die ( in fig 1C) ; and a controller ( fig 

2 reference 161 ) sensing one or more operating parameters ( the temperature ,the abstract line 
1) for the first and the second solid-state memory die and making intelligent decisions on where 
to write data, based on the operating parameters, wherein the operating parameters comprise 
temperature current draw, or access time. 

Similarly, Garlepp ( in the abstract, in fig 1 , fig 2, device 120,130, controller 1 10, column 

3 line 5-7 ) discloses the same invention. 

REGARDING CLAIM 2 

Chevallier ( column 2 lines 42-45) discloses a DRAM, SRAM, or flash EEPROM). 
Meanwhile Garlepp ( column 2 lines 65-67) discloses a device that can be either DRAM or 
SRAM. 

REGARDING CLAIM 3 

To expedite the prosecution of the case, the Examiner assumes that the Applicant will 
amend the claim to make it in compliance with 35 U.S.C. 112 first paragraph and will examine 
the claim as best as it can be understood by the Examiner. 

Therefore, claim 3 is both anticipated by Chevallier and Garlepp since both references 
discloses the monitoring of the temperature parameter among other things. 

REGARDING CLAIM 4,5 

Chevallier ( in column 4 lines 12-22 ) discloses a look-up table that is effectively a 
database. Meanwhile, Garlepp ( in fig 2 device 290,column 3 lines 53-67) discloses an 
information circuitry 290 in fig 2 that is effectively a database. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. §103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art 
are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to 
a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Garlepp et al. (US 
patent 6,553,452) in view of further remark. 

REGARDING CLAIM 6 

Garlepp ( fig l,fig 2) discloses all the invention except for using a File Allocation Table. 
This limitation, however, is considered obvious since the use of FAT in memory ( for example 
disk drive on a PC) has become old and well known in the art. 

A person skilled in the art at the time the invention was made would have been able to 
Incorporated the File Allocation Table in the database using the Garlepp reference and his 
ordinary routine design skill and come up with the invention of claim 6 without any special 
teachings.
